not renounced anything and I have not 
signed any document whatever,” Fred- 
erick Wilhelm Hohenzollern, who still 
claims the title of Crown Prince, sald 
in answer to a question of the Associ- 
ated Press in the course of a lengthy 
conversation today, which took place 
in the small cottage of the village on 
the island of Wierengen, where he is 
interned. 

“However,” he continued, “should 
the German government decide to 
form a republic similar to the United 
States or France I shall be perfectly 
content to return to Germany as a 
simple citizen, ready to do anything to 
assist my country. I should even be 
happy to work as a laborer in a fac- 
tory. 

“At present, everything 
chaos in Germany, but I hope 
will right themselves.” 

Asked what, in his opinion, was the 
turning point of the war, he said: 

“I was convinced, early in October, 
1914, that we had lost the war. I con- 
sidered our position hopeless after the 
battle of the Marne, which we should 
not have lost if the chiefs of our gen- 
eral staff had not suffered a case of 
nerves. 4 

“I tried to persuade the general staff 
to seek peace then, even at a great 
sacrifice, going so far as to give up 
Alsace-Lorraine, but I was told to 
mind my own business and confine my 
activities to commanding the army. 
I have proof of this.

“My soldiers, whom I loved and with 
whom I lived continuously, and who, 
if I may say so, loved me, fought with 
the utmost courage to the end, even 
when the odds were impossible 
withstand.” 

The refugee prince went on: 

“They had no rest, and sometimes 
an entire division contained only 600 
units. These were opposed by fresh 
Allied troops, among whom were Am- 
erican divisions containing 27,000 
men,” 

Describing how he left the front, 
Frederick Wilhelm declared: “I was 
with my group of armies after the Kai- 
ser left Germany. I asked the Berlin 
government whether they desired me 
to retain my command. They replied 
negatively, and I could not continue to 
lead armies under orders of the sol- 
diers’ and workmen's council. 

“Therefore I came to Holland, with- 
out hindrance. No shooting or bomb- 
ing occurred and I quit the army with 
the greatest regret, after having par- 
ticipated in trench life with soldiers 
for so long. 

“I have not been in Germany for a 
year and from the start of the war I 
have taken only three or four fortnight 
leaves.”

TERRORIST 
SERVICE RUN 
BY GERMANS 


Organized in Switzerland—Explo- 
sives and Bacilli Cultures Are 
Secretly Distributed 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—(British Wire- 
less)—-Condemnatio. of the “terror- 
ist’’ service organized by the Germans 
in Switzerland is verified by the 
Frankfort Gazette in its issue of No- 
vembe* 238, which gives the German 
public an idea of what was being done | 
in Germany's behalf in this neutral 
country at the behest of the highest 
German authorities. . | 

“The trials in connection with the 
discovery of bombs at Zurich,” says 
this German newspaper, “have led to| 
the disclosure «f a ‘terrorist’ service 
of the German general staff in ‘iwi zer- 
land. With the support of diplo- 
matic and consular forces, explosives 
and bacilli cultures were supplied, 
especially to Itallan and French an- 
archists, in order that they might prac- | 
tice sabotage in their countries and | 
spread disease among the army horses, 
Of course, the German employees in 
this service had not the = slightest 
guarantee against the direct employ- 
ment of these methods in Switcerlan* 
itself. In some of the Swiss news- 
papers the opinion is expressed that 
the German authorities would not 
have been displeased at the outbreak 
of dis cders in o\itzerland itself, be- 
cause they hoped for the consequent 
infection, of neighboring countries— 
of course, with the exception of Ger- 
many, which they held to be abso- 
lutely immune. 

“This terrorist service was not the 
mere work of subordinates, Quite 
definite accusations are made against 
even the former imperial chancellor, 
Prince von Buelow.

BRITAIN NEEDS {Allies Will Not Let Technicality 


GREATEST NAVY 
IN THE WORLD 


'Point Must Be Instantly 
Conceded by Americans, 
Says Roosevelt 


CRITICIZES WILSON 


To Blame for Any Division 
of Opinion on Peace Con- 
ference, He Says 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Asserting 
that the United States had not done 
nearly as much as the British navy 
and the British, French and Italian 
armies to bring about the downfall of 
Germany, Theodore Roosevelt de 
clared in a statement here tonight 
that it is “our business to stand by 
our Allies at the peace conference.” 

He said it should be “instantly con- 
ceded” that Great Britain needs tho 
world's most powerful navy and that 
it is ‘sheer nonsense” to say the Aim- 
erican army was fighting for President 
Wilson's famous “fourteen points.” 
He made the assertion that “there was 
not one American soldier In every 
thousand who ever heard of them.” 

“The British Empire imperatjvely 
needs the greatest navy in the world, 
and this we should instantly concede,” 
said Coionel Roosevelt. “Our need for 
@ great navy comes next to®hers, and 
we should have the second navy in the 
world, Similarly, France needs great- 
er military strength than we do, but 
we should have all our young men 
trained to arms, on the general lines 
of the Swisg system. 

“The freedom of the seas is a 
phrase that may mean anything or 
nothing. If jt is to be interpreted as 
Germany interprets it, it is thor- 
oughly mischievous. There must be 
no interpretation of the phrase that 
would prevent the English navy, in 
the event of any future war, from re- 
peating the tremendous service it has 
rendered in this war, 


Must Keep Colonieg 

“The British must, of course, keep 
the colonjes they have conquered. 

“As for this nation, it must keep its 
absolute independence and raise or 
lower its barriers as its interests de- 
mand, for we have to look after the 
welfare of our own working man. We 
must insist on the preservation of the 
Monroe Doctrine. We must keep ‘he 
right to close the Panama Canal to 
our enemies in war time, and we must 
not undertake to jnterfere in Euro- 
pean, Asiatic or African matters with 
which we ought to have properly no 
concern.”

Care must be taken in coming to 
conclusions as to figures from dgfer- 
ent centres, The vital statistics uct 
requires that the death shall be re- 
ported and recorded as from the muni- 
cipality where the death actually oc- 
curred. The forms provide for the 
filling in of the usual place of resi- 
dence of the deceased and also as to 
where the fatal disease was contrac- 
ted. Particularly with reference to 
the city of Edmonton the latter ques- 
| tions are very frequently unanswered. 
There are many reasons for this, With 
the onset of the flu a very large num- 
ber of people in the outlying portions 
of the whole north country, particu- 
larly where they were not within 
striking distance of medical aid made 
for the city.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—President 
Wilson began tonight his trip to Bu- 
rope to attend the peace conference, 
The President left Washington on a 
special train for New York, where he 


and hie party will board the transport 
George Washington, on which the 
voyage across the Atlantic will be 
made, 


No announcement was made as to 
the present Itinerary, but it was un- 
derstood that the George Washington 
would sail from New York with her 
naval convoy some time tomorrow, 
probably in the morning. About seven 
days will be required for the trip, and 
the ship will dock at a French port, 
presumably Brest. 

The President does not expect to 
be abroad for more than six weeks, 
which will give him just a month on 
European soll, Before the peace con- 
ference meets he will confer with 
Premiers Lloyd George of Great Brit- 
ain, Clemenceau of France, and Or- 
lando of Italy and probably with 
King Albert of eBlgium to discuss the 
salient points of the peace treaty.

Bamuel J. McCoppen, who retired 
from the mayoralty contest and again 
became a candidate for re-election as 
alderman, is a native of, Welland

As to the nurmber of houses without 
| Water and toilet conveniences it is 
‘quite true this Is contrary to law on 
|\gtreets where such conveniences are 
obtainable and you suggest that in the 
interest of the community this law 
should be more rigidly enforced. Some 
years ago, before the war, an atiempt 
was made to enforce thse sewer and 
the water regulations and to assist 
towards this end. J had the councii 
set apart a bum of money ($50,000) 
which was to be used in financing 
j euch improvements, for citizens unable 
to afford the outiay, the amount to be 
repaid to the city in a term of years 
at 6 per cent interest 

Many Dificulties in Way 

Only a very smal! amount of money, 
approximately $5,000, was epent by 
|the city im this way and no great 
amount of enthusiasm was manifested 
by the citizens in taking advantage of 
the opportunity to have plumbing in- 
stalled by this method. It was found 
that many difficulties stood in the way 
of the literal enforcement of this law. 
First, many of the dwellings concerned 
|were only of a temporary nature, In- 
| tended by their owners to be replaced 
by more solid constructions when fin- 
ancial conditions would permit. The 
great majority of such houses or 
shacks were of such flimsy construc- 
tion, without foundations In many 
cases, that a large expenditure was 
necessary to maké improvements or) 
additions, before plumbing could be| 
installed, with any hope that it would 
be used throughout the year. Our) 
| winter climatic conditions are such | 
that plumbing fixtures are absolutely | 
certain to freeze up, if installed in the 
majority of such places, and us a 
matter of fact a great many freeze-ups 
do occur every winter during our cold- 
est weather, in even more pretentious 
houses. Why were such a large num- 
ber of shacks and flimsy structures 
given the necessary permit for their 
erection is a pertinent question. Many 
of these were erected on streets before 
the city had installed sewer and water 
mains to which they could have been 
connected, and their existance in such 
numbers, is one of the inevitable con- 
sequences of the real estate boom and 
the era of rapid development the city 
passed through from 1905 ‘to 1918.

Such peo le 
have apparentiy never lived under 
conditions, which might even. by & 
stretch of the imagination be deseribed 
as ordinarilly clean and sanitary, and 
do not seem to understand or to de- 
sire such.

To igstall an ordinary kitghen eink, 
and one toilet, not to mention euch 
luxuries as a bath in the average 
home, would cost at present under the 
high cost of wages and material, not 
less than $200, which necessarily must 
be cash, as no credit can reasonahly | 
tbe expected.

The only way to mitigate such un-/| 
sanitary conditions as you describe, | 
which it appears could be applied at 
present, is to add to our woefully in- 
adequate staff of two sanitary inspec- 
tors, several more, in cluding one or 
two visiting nurses, who ih in a 
tful manner inspect all s¥ch houses 
systematically, with a view to en- 
couraging cleanly and hygienic habits 
of living, recommending such cases 
as need assistance to the board of 
public welfare, and In cases of wilful 
neglect or laziness, unnecessary over- 
crowding, inexcusable ignorance, or 
[indifference to the welfare of their 
neighbors, Dring to bear the pressure 
of such sanitary regulations as are 
rovided in the intefest of public 
ealth and welfare. Such visite of in- 
spection must necessarily be made in 
@ tactful manner, 6o that as far as} 
possible they may not cause resent- 
‘ment or a sense of Intrusion or inter-

FIGHT AGAINST 
FLU IS BY NO 
MEANS OVER 


Health Minister Urges People of 
Province to Take All Due 
Precautions 


Hon. A. G. MacKay, Minister of 
Health, handed out the following 
statement at noon Tuesday: 

Generally speaking, the battle 
against the flu is making steady prog- 
ress, but the public ought not, at any 
point in the province, to be led into 
the idea that the fight is over. There 
is a sharp contrast still between the 
south and the north, Extracts from 
two reports may be taken as showing 
both extremes. Gordon Macdonald, 
M. P. P., reports generally as to the 
district he represents, namely, Pem- 
| bina, The date of his information may 
be put fairly as last Friday, and yet 
at that date he reporis the following 
number of cases as existing: 

About 60 cases in Lowton district; 
Westlock, 80 Mosside, 30; Stettin, 20; 
Bion, 7; Lac la Nonne district, 20; Bel- 
vedere, 4; Fawn Lake, 2; Paddle Riv- 
er, 4; Barrhead, none. 

This, !t will be observed, makes 178 
cases in this district towards the end 
of last week. As contrasted with that, 
iJ. E. Conklin, road foreman for War- 
ner district, which is at the extreme 
south of the province, saya: 

“I beg to inform you that the tn- 
fluenza is about all over in this south 
}country. I think there is not a bad 
case in my district. The influenza was 
very light, and not many cases in this 
| district; that 1s, nothing like other 
places we hear about.” 

As to the North 
| Some idea of the situation generally 
‘in the north may be gathered from 
| the fact that Monday, on the solicita- 
{tion of the Hon. P, EB. Lessard, a 
trained nurse was sent forward to Elk 


| Point. Two trained nurses were sent 
to Innisfree. One trained nirse and 
two V. A. D.’s went to Bruderheim, A 


nurse was sent to Radway Centre, near 
| Lamont, and another to a point four- 


teen miles from Edmonton. There 
were three calls we were unable to 
fill. For days there have been no 


adverse reports from the whole Peace 
River district, and apparently, begin- 
ning with Sunday morning, though 
there are exceptions here and there, 
business {s as usual, The whole E. D. 
& 3B. C, district is pretty well cleared 
up.

A city is established and pros- 
pers if enough people find within 
its borders conditions satisfactory 
for the transaction of profitable 
business. These conditions arise 
from many and various causes, 
such as advantageous geographi- 
cal location, productive surround- 
ing country, competitive transpor- 
tation facilities, ete. A city is in- 
corporated and wide powers given 
under the charter to enable the cit- 
izens to co-operate intelligently 
and efficiently in improving froin 
day to day the conditions that lead 
to suecess for the city and its citi- 
zens, A city well managed bene- 
fits every honest citizen. A city 
ill managed injures every honest

est payments has not only lost con- 
trol of its own affairs, but has 
prejudiced the credit of every 
other city in the prairie west as 
well. Possibly Prince Albert’s 
credit could not have been saved. 
Certainly that of Edmonton can 
| be. But certainly it will not save 
itself. There may be those amongst 
us who, for reasons of disappoint- 
ment, discouragement or spite, do 
not wish to maintain the city’s 
credit, and will vote accordingly 
on Monday next. But surely they 
| are in the minority, 

Prince Albert’s finances are 
hereafter to be administered in 
the interests of the bondholders 
rather than of the citizens. That 
means hard times for everyone in 
Prince Albert. As property goes 
down in value industry will de- 
cline and people will move out in- 
std of in, At one time Prince 
Albert had the prospect of being 


a beautiful and prosperous city 
on the Saskatchewan. Its natural 
opportunities are excellent. But 


what chance has Prince Albert to 
realize the ambition of its pioneers, 
of its business men, or even of its 
quiet residents, with the tax levy- 
power and therefore the adminis- 
tration of its affairs in the unin- 
terested or perhaps unfriendly 
hands of a bondholders’ receiver? 

Unless miracle intervenes Prince 
Albert as a commercial or indus- 
trial city is ‘‘through.’’ This will 
affect the man or woman who in- 
vested in vacant lots. It will af- 
fect the man who owns a business 
block. It will affect the man who 
does, or tries to do, business in the 
block. It will affect the owner of 
the mansion on the hill, and it 
will affect the owner of the quiet 
little home—or even shack—paid 
for with the savings of many days 
of hard labor and careful thrift. 
It does not matter that their 
taxes are paid. If the city has 
| gone down they must find another 
field for their business ability or 
earning power, and their invest- 
ments, whether savings, earnings 
or business profits, are gone. 

This is what the man or woman 
who votes for an_ irresponsible 
mayoral or aldermanic candidate 
on Monday next is trying to bring 
about in Edmonton. It should 
not be. In spite of war conditions 
business in Edmonton has stead- 
ily improved during the past three 
years. Not enough to enable us 
to carry our civic load, it is true. 
But the fact that there has been 
improved business under most un- 
favorable war conditions indicates 
that under peace conditions the 
improvement would be much more 
rapid and satisfactory, ‘and that, 
given a ‘‘pull together’ spirit 
amongst our people, Edmonton 
will be able to turn the financial 
corner and save the property and 
self-respect of a majority of her 
citizens,

Germany’s War Costs? 


Germany could afford to pay 
Canada a war indemnity of bil- 
lions if German capitalists were 
allowed to exploit the oil resources 
of Canada under monopoly condi- 
tions and to collect from the peo- 
ple of Canada the money with 
which to pay the indemnity plus 
dividends. 

That German capitalists will 
seck to make the Allied peoples 


precisely such means as this is to 
be assumed as a matter of course, 


And the injury is not 
only to the property owner, but is 
to the individual resident owning 
no property as well. 

ivery resident who makes his 
living in the city, whether as an 
investor, a business man or as a 
worker, feels the effect of the ean- 
dition of civic affairs. The city 
that is able to pay its way, in. 
which taxation is reasonable and 
city service good, thereby offers 
inducements to investors, business 
men and residents generally that 
is reflected in the conditions of 
business and industry, It is a good 
city to live in, Just as a city that 
is slow or doubtful pay, or in 
which the city services are not 
well kept up, or that stands in 
danger of financial default, re- 
flects these conditions in both 
business and industry. In other 
words, it is not a good city to live 
in, 

Edmonton owes a great deal of 
money, which calls for the pay- 
ment of large sums in interest. At 
the same time the city services 
must be maintained, if residence 
in the city is to be possible or de- 
sirable—that is to say, if the city 
is to remain acity. Our taxpay- 
paying power depends on the busi 
ness prosperity of the citizens, ra- 
ther than upon their numbers or 
upon the area of land comprised | 
within the city limits. When! 
times in the city are good, high | 
taxes are easily paid; when times | 
are not good, low taxes are a drag | 
and a burden hard to bear. 

Unless the credit of the city is 
maintained by sound finance and 
good management neither city nor 
citizens can prosper, The finan- 
cial condition of Edmonton is dif- 
ficult, though not impossible, But 
it ean be made impossible; as re- 
cently in the case of Prince Al- 
bert, which by its default in inter- 


just as German capitalists before 
the war were drawing dividends 
from foreign investments which 
they used to build up a military 
machine with which to erush the 
nations whence their revenue was 
drawn. 

The ‘‘Kultur’’ theory that only 
the German was fit to rule was no 
‘doubt confirmed in the minds of 
German ¢apitalists who were thus 
able to extract from the very peo- 
ple they proposed to conquer the 
means with which to build up the 
machinery to make war upon 
them, That they were able to col- 
lect from their prospective victims 
the money with which to prepare 
to enslave them will also suggest 
to German capitalists that they can 
collect from their conquerors the 
money with which to pay the in- 


demnities imposed upon them- 
selves, 
If the Canadian Government 


has made, or is in process of mak- 
ing, a deal whereby the Canadian 
people will thus be taxed by Ger- 
man capitalists to pay a share of 
Germany’s war costs it is time the 
publie knew about it. If there is 
nothing in the report that such is 
being done it is time the report 
was publicly denied. 


Berlin's Latest Dodge 


Berlin now wants a commission 
of neutrals to decide who is re- 
sponsible for the war. The idea 
being that should the jury disa- 
gree the culprit would get the 
benefit of the doubt, and escape 
without punishment or with a 
nominal penalty, 

Berlin is as resource ful in de- 
vising ways to escape punishment 
as it was in devising schemes to 
trick the nations to their death, 
The fact is by no means reassuring 
as to the moral regeneration Ger 
many is supposed to have experi-

To suppose that a commission | 
of neutrals would find unanimous- | 
ly against Germany is to suppose | 
that Berlin has forgotten how to!

tional politics. And a divided jury | 
would provide Berlin with what it 
is looking for—ground upon which 
to set up a plea that it should not 
be made to pay. 

The Allies owe Germany noth- 
ing in the way of justification for 
having made war against it. Still 
less do they owe it to themselves 
and humanity that Germany be 
provided with an opportunity to 
obscure the fact that it plotted and 
struck for the establishment of 
world power and the destruction 
of national and individual free- 
dom. 

The victims of Germany’s lust 
for power and plunder have a/| 
moral claim upon the Allied gov- 
ernments and peoples that Ger- 
many shall be given no chance to 
wheedle out of responsibility for 
its crimes or to avoid the imposi- 
tion of punishment and safe- 
guards. 

For four years the Allies have 
poured out their best blood to 
prove that the responsibility for 
the war rested upon Berlin, and to 
assure that punishment for the 
crime should fall upon those who 
projected it. To submit the issue 
to review by a commission com- 
posed of representatives of any 
| but Allied powers would be to ad- 
mit a doubt of the justice of the 
Allied cause and to put in chan 
cery the question of whether pun- 
ishment should be imposed upon 
Germany, 

Berlin does not seem to be prop- 
erly seized of the fact that it has 
been beaten. It is manoeuvering 
to have the question of settlement 
handled as though the war had 
been a drawn battle. Next we may 
expect it to propose a commission | 
to decide how much indemnity the 
Allies should pay Germany for 
having killed its soldiers and tak 
en its fleet.
